Sugar plays an important part 
in modern cookery; and the vari­ 
ous forma of sweets such as special 
pastries, jams, marmalades, jallics 
and candies enjoy a familiar popu­ 
larity almost everywhere. 
The use 
of sugar has become so firmly en­ 
trenched in many countries that re- 
strictlon in the supply Is felt at 
once. 
Many of us remember what 
this meant during the World War 
when the serious world shortage of 
sugar resulted In i drastic reduc­ 
tion of the amount available for 
bom* use. 


We are sometimes admonished, 
for our health's sake, not to use 
sugar In excess. 
The sweet taste 
so agreeable to most persona may 
lead to lack of appetite for other, 
more essential foods.
